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NAIROBI. Kenya (U P I) 
Hundreds 
of Ugandans, including senior civil ser­ 
vants and army officers, have fled to 
Kenya to avoid a fresh “ massacre" tak­ 
ing place inside the country in the wake 
of an assassination attempt against 
President Idi Amin, the Kenya news 
agency said today. 


Hundreds of Ugandans, 
including 
military and civilian personnel, have 
defected to Kenya, running away from 
certain death during the current purge in 
Uganda following an assassination at­ 
tempt on President Idi Amin late last 
week, the government agency said 
It said Amin had been wounded during 
the ambush and quoted sources close to 
him as saying he had been hospitalized in 
Uganda 


Diplomatic sources in Kampala were 
quoted by the agency as saying there 
“ certainly is a massacre taking place 
here.” 
Fleeing refugees were also quoted as 
saying the dreaded State Research 
Bureau had embarked on 
a rampage of 
killings of innocent people and members 


of the armed forces suspected of having 
taken part in the assassination bid ” 
The Uganda cabinet met today as the 
m ystery of 
Am in's whereabouts 
deepened Entebbe statehouse officials 
said a dragnet to find him had been ex­ 
tended to foreign countries. 
Britain said it had no knowledge of a 
reported assassination attempt against 
Amin Saturday and his subsequent disap­ 
pearance. but U.S. intelligence sources 
were quoted in Washington as saying 
both Amin and Vice President Mustafa 
Adrisi had survived an ambush and 
“ both are safe and in business." 


An official at A m in ’s Entebbe 
statehouse. contacted by telephone, told 
U PI: “ We are still trying to find our 
president Since Friday we don’t know 
where he is We have no other infor­ 
mation ” 


The same official added in a later con­ 
versation. “ We have nothing new to 
report We are still looking If he had 
been in Kampala or Entebbe we would 
have found him 
We are even looking 
overseas for him in friendlv countries ’’

May's increase translated into a 7 2 
per cent annual rate, somewhat lower 
than the monthly average since the 
beginning of 1977 Prices have been rss 
ing at an annual rate of n< arlv 10 per 
cent since Januar\ 
But the May inflation rate was still 
considerably higher than average in 
creases in the last halt of 197t> and of­ 
fered little comfort to American con- 
sumers 
The 0 6 per cent rise in May compared 
to increases of 0.6 in March 0 B per ent

Food prices rose a moderate 0 7 per 
cent in May. less than half the increase 
recorded in April This was attributed 
primarily to a sharp 13 5 per cent decline 
in vegetable prices 
Fuel price increases also were more 
moderate in May Non-tood commodities 
rose 0 4 per cent for the third straight 
month and service costs climbed 0 7 per 
cent 
The Consumer Price Index stood at 
180 6 in May, reflecting a 6 7 per cent in­ 
crease over the past year This means 
that goods and services costing $100 in 
1967 now cost $180 60 
Food and fuel prices have led the 
nation’s accelerated inflation rate since 
the beginning of the year. But excluding 
food and energy items, prices also rose 
0 6 per cent in May 
Although grocery prices moderated 
during May. administration economists 
expect these food items will not begin to 
show any -ognl leant decline until the end 


of the summer 
Thus, inflation is ex­ 
pected to continue at an accelerated 
pace through the next few months 
In addition to the rapid decline in 
vegetable prices, fruits, eggs and beef 
costs also declined in May Coffee non­ 
etheless contined to rise Also increasing 
were poultry, dairy products, fats. oils, 
pork and sugar 
Among the other commodities, new 
car pi ices rose 0 9 per cent, reflecting in­ 
c r e a s e s m the manufacturers list price 
But this was offset by a 1 3 per cent drop 
in used cars 
Gasoline and motor oil prices rose 0 8 
per (ent, about the same as April but 
considerably less than in other months 
this \ear Clothing prices also increased 
As usual, medical and transportation 
costs led the increases among services 
both rising 0 9 per cent 
Hospital 
charges continued to climb along with 
local transit fares 
Mortgage interest 
rates rose 0 5 per cent 


Boys Club 
building set 
for summer 


Flans are being made for groundbreak­ 
ing at the site of a $275.000 Boys Club 
building in Lompoc sometime this sum­ 
mer 


The new facility, which will include a 
regulation size basketball court and a 
clubhouse, will replace the present Boys 
Club building which is located at 901 W 
Ocean Ave The new club will be built at 
the comer ot West Ocean and R Street 
and will have 11.000 square feet of floor 
space 


It is expected that construction will 
take about four months, according to 
Ken Dial. Boys Club director The land 
on which the building will be located is 
being leased from the Housing Authority 
at minimal cost to the Bovs Club, he 
said 


The club lacks only about $50.000 
before the project is fully funded, a 
result of three vears of fund-raising ef­ 
forts 


The building itself is to contain a 
bigger arts and crafts area, a gym 
which will facilitate conducting more 
athletic sports, a billiards and pool area, 
kitchen, library, two meeting rooms, of­ 
fices for the director, program director 
and secretary who will hold full-time 
positions and a special area for projects 
such 
as 
woodworking 
Besides the 
basketball court, the gym will also 
feature 
facilities 
for 
weightlifting, 
hockey volleyball wrestling, badminton 
and boxing 


The opening of the facility will neces­ 
sitate the employment of three full-time 
employes 
three part-time and 25 
volunteers each week. Dial said 


There are attempts being made to 
develop a physical fitness program for 
adults at the club during the day as well, 
he said 


The present Boys Club, an old armory, 
was opened to the public in August 1966 
with 64 persons joining the first year 
Now the membership is 418 and Dial said 
he expects that number will double after 
the new facility begins operation 


The Boys Club is a member of the 
United Way agency and will receive at 
least a portion of its funding for expenses 
from the organization 


County to pay $60,000 
of jail expense after

At the urgings of Fourth District 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund and City of 
Lompoc officials, the county board of 
supervisors Monday reversed itself, 
voting to allocate $60.000 for county use 
of facilities at Lompoc Jail for the com­ 
ing year. 
Assistant Lompoc City Administrator 
Robert Livingston told the supervisors 
that the jail would be closed July 1 unless 
the county came up with the funds to sup­ 
port detention of prisoners under county 
jurisdiction 
During budget hearings earlier this 
month, the board voted not to continue 
its contract with the city because of a 
$42.300 cost increase over the previous 
year Hedlund was absent from that ses­ 
sion 
“ I don't think vou had all the facts in 


front of you when that decision was 
made,” Hedlund told the board 
The supervisors were told that 67 per 
cent of the bookings at the jail last year 
were county responsibilities, and the 
alternative would be to send the 
prisoners to the Santa Maria substation, 
increasing by 39 per cent bookings at the 
already strained facility. 


Third District Supervisor William 
Wallace noted that the board had 
rejected the agreement extension, ex­ 
pecting to utilize two holding cells in the 
planned Municipal Court Building in 
Lompoc 


However, Sheriff John Carpenter told 
Wallace that those cells were designed 
for day-use only for prisoners awaiting 
trial 
County 
Administrative Officer 
Raymond Johnson added that the new 


court building is at least 18 months away 
from completion 
Carpenter, noting that killing the Lom­ 
poc contract would require more staffing 
and probable expansion of the Santa 
Maria facility 
The Sheriff added. “ I think the county 
has taken advantage of Lompoc over the 
years." suggesting that the county has 
not paid its fair share for use of the Lom­ 
poc Jail 
While $18.000 cost of the contract last 
year, was immediately available for 
funding the agreement, the board had to 
authorize an additional $42.300 from con­ 
tingency funds to cover the revived pact 
Hedlund at the same time won ap­ 
proval of a motion calling for Carpenter. 
Johnson and Lompoc City officials to 
confer on means of keeping the cost of 
using the facility as low as possible 
Teachers talks beginning

In their first collective bargaining ses­ 
sion Monday, the Lompoc Unified School 
District and the Lompoc Education As­ 
sociation (L E A ) set aside most first 
agenda items for further discussion and 
arranged a weighty agenda for their next 
meeting tomorrow 
After a two-and-a-half hour morning 
session Monday, district and teacher un­ 
ion representatives reported the follow­ 
ing developments 
The two sides would ask the 
Educational 
Employment 
Relations 
Board — the state agency that regulates 
and supervises collective bargaining 
to determine whether the LEA may 
bargain for summer school teachers 
The district would present a 
“ counter" at tomorrow's meeting to the 
L E A ’s contract article on “ negotiation 
procedures " The district questions 
whether it should negotiate with LEA 
this year on next year’s procedures The 
LEA would not necessarily represent the 
teachers again A rival union could call 
for ano th er e le c tio n and 
“d e ­ 
certification" of the LEA 
— The district would also counter the 
L E A ’s definition of “ negotiable items, 
an important phrase because it could 
narrow or broaden the “ scope" of 
negotiations, limit the items that can be 
placed on the bargaining table 
— The district would counter at 
tomorrow s meeting the L E A ’s proposal 
that the words “ bilateral and binding" 
be included in a formality clause within 
the contract 
— The district would research and 
counter the L E A ’s proposal that a non­ 
discrimination clause be included within 
the contract 
— Definitions of items such as the 
working “ day’’ and “ paid leave of 
absence" would be discussed under 
related contract sections 
LEA negotiations chairperson Carol 
Linger described the first negotiation 
session as "exploratory,” as are most 
bargaining talks in their early stages 
Linger noted the careful concentration 


by both sides on contract wording 
Sometimes what appears as “ nit­ 
picking" on one word can prove crucial 
later when the contract takes effect, she 
said 


These first sessions, she said, involve a 
sort of “ sparring.” a word describing 
physical combat which Webster’s dic­ 
tionary defines as “ gesturing without 
landing a blow to draw one’s opponent or 
create an opening " 
The two sides, she said, try to discover 
the other’s strategies, strengths and 
weaknesses, prime concerns 
policies 
and intentions behind superficial discus­ 
sion 


"A ll this communication is necessary 
and crucial to the bargaining process, 
though it s not so definitive," Linger 
said 


Two negotiation items of concern to 
the LEA and four of concern to the dis­ 
trict are included in Wednesday’s agen­ 
da

The $119 million improvement of 
Miguelito Channel could get under way 
in 1978, if the federal soil conservation 
service approves proposals for a 
negative declaration on the project 


That was the world today fro Jerry 
Czarniecki, soil conservation official in 
northern Santa Barbara County Czar­ 
niecki is a member of the environmental 
review team that has been studying the 
estimated three-mile long flood protec­ 
tion facility on the western border of 
Lompoc 


Czarniecki said the team had proposed 
the negative declaration, but that it 
would have to be cleared by superiors in 
Davis, California and Portland, Ore , 
before it became a fact. 


A negative declaration implies that the 
project would have only minimal impact 
on the environment in comparison to the 


benefits, Czarniecki said 


If the proposal is approved it would 
save the federal government money in 
comparison to the writing of a full-scale 
environmental impact report 
The 
shorter version would also permit going 
to construction on a first phase of the 
project from Central Avenue to the 
Santa Ynez River in the fall of 1978, 
Czarniecki said 


The campaign to improve the channel 
began more than 10 years ago, spurred 
by efforts of Max Wilson, president of 
the Lompoc Resource Conservation 
District, formerly the Lompoc Soil 
Conservation District 


Miguelito Channel carries flood waters 
of Miguelito Creek to the Santa Ynez 
River, thus protecting several thousand 
acres of west valley agricultural land 
from periodic flooding

North County occupies board 


The county board of super­ 
visors took a m ajor step 
forward Monday on one major 
energy project for the county, 
while learning of a setback on 
another energy undertaking 
The progress came as the 
board approved five contracts 
for execution of a privately 
financed $1 4 m illion en­ 
vironmental impact report 
( E I R ) for the proposed 
liquefied natural gas (LNG) 
terminal near Point Concep­ 
tion 
The setback came as top 
Coast Guard brass informed the 
board of a decision to permit oil 
tankers 
traveling 
between 
Alaska and Los Angeles to route 
through Santa Barbara Channel 
rather than outside the Channel 
Islands as the board had hoped 
The massive E IR , which may 
be drafted by December and 
finalized by March of next year, 
covers the proposal of Western 
LNG Terminal Associates for a 
regassification facility near 
Point Conception for LNG ship­ 
ped from Alaska 
Environmental Quality Coor­ 
dinator Albert F 
Reynolds, 
noted that the applicant will 
cover all costs of the study, but 
has the right to withdraw if 
state legislation precludes the 
possibility of the Santa Barbara 
County site. 
Six “ special study areas’’ in­ 
cluding tanker safety are also 
included in the study based on 
an agreement between the 


county and the State Office of 
Planning and Research 
Proposals are also currently 
under consideration for siting 
the LNG terminal at Oxnard 
and Long Beach 
Recognizing 
the 
unique 
nature of the proposed ter­ 
minal, the county queried the 
Federal Power Commission on 
cooperating with the county in 
developing data on a possible 
off-shore terminal alternative 
A response to that query, put 
forward on April 4. did not meet 
with Reynold’s satisfaction 
“ I'm afraid they've missed the 
point." 
Reynolds said 
The 
commission’s response essen­ 
tially said that regulations have 
not yet been developed for 
regulating an off-shore facility 
However, a much clearer 
federal edict was brought to the 
board later Monday with the 
surprise appearance of Admiral 
Robert Price. District 11 Com­ 
mander of the United States 
Coast Guard 
The Admiral, whose district 
takes in most of the West Coast, 
announced that there will be no 
change in routing of oil-laden 
tankers as they journey from 
Alaska to Los Angeles 
The board, along with Ven­ 
tura County supervisors and en­ 
vironmental groups, had urged 
that southbound tankers be 
routed outside the Channel 
Islands to lessen traffic hazard 
and oil-spill dangers in Santa 
Barbara Channel 


The Admiral said he based his 
d e c is io n , 
c o n firm e d 
in 
Washington, on the basis of 
potential disruptions at Pt 
Magus missile testing center 
and conflicts with possible oil 
lease sites in the area 


Admiral Price also said he 
was wary of claims that tanker 
traffic in the Channel will 
no tab ly in cre a s e in the 
forseeable future He said oil 
tanker traffic through the chan­ 
nel is between 11 and 12 ships 
per day 


He added that the California 
Department of F'ish and Game 
opposed the route outside the 
islands because of delays in 
reaching in the case of an oil 
spill 


Price added that the existing 
route has been internationally 
recognized and confusion would 
result if changed 
Reynolds said no one could be 
certain of future Channel traf­ 
fic. noting that up to 23 new 
platforms could be constructed 
in the Channel with up to 500 oil 
wells, dramatically increasing 
local tanker traffic 
At the same time, an assis­ 
tant to Congressman Robert 
Lagomarsino expressed disap­ 
pointment with the decision

Two bills (SB740) by Sens 
Bob Wilson, D-La Mesa, and 
(SB817) Robert Presley, D- 
Riverside, were sent to the As­ 
sembly Monday on votes of 30-0 
and 31-0. 


Sen 
Newton Russell. R- 
Tujunga, delayed a vote on his 
bill to combat such pornogra­ 
phy after some lawmakers said 
it went too far and might in­ 
fringe on freedom of expres­ 
sion 


All three bills were spawned 
by special committee hearings 
on the problem during which 
police and other authorities 
said more than 30.000 young­ 
sters were involved in the 
trade, most of them in Southern 
California 
"This has to be stopped." 
Wilson said "California is wide 
open for this sort of thing " 
W ilson's proposal would 
make it a felony punishable by 
as long as nine years in prison 
to film or photograph youths 
younger than 18 performing 
sexual acts or exposing their 
genitals in a "patently offen­ 
sive" manner 
Wilson said his measure 
broadens the definition of 
obscenity now on the lawbooks 
but only as it pertains to films 
or publications involving chil­ 
dren 
He said he hoped the 
change would stand up to court 
challenges because it deals only 
with youths 


Presley s bill, however, 
amends child labor laws to im­ 
pose a penalty of as long as five 
years in prison to use minors in 
pornography 
He said his 
measure did not change the 
definition of obscenity and 
"therefore doesn't have any 
First Amendment problems " 


Both proposals would make it 
a crime for distributors of so- 
called "adult material" to fail

Fires burn 
timber in 
3 states

Firefighters, 
scorched and 
weary, battled to mop up the 
last of the hot spots Monday in 
wildfires that devoured more 
than 30.000 acres of timber, 
grass and brush in three states 
Near Sierra Vista, Ariz.. 
crews clawed their way by hand 
through rugged terrain in a bid 
to close the last gap in a ftreline 
circling a 9.000-acre blaze 
‘‘We've built 16 miles of 
firelines and that leaves us 
about three miles to go 
said 
Doug Salyer of the Coronado 
National Forest 
"But those 
three miles are on a high ridge 
and we won i be able to use 
bulldozers, so the work will 
have to be done by hand " 
He said he could not estimate 
when the fire finallv might be 
contained, but that a threatened 
hummingbird sanctuary had 
been saved, as were 30 to 35 
homes evacuated Monday when 
wmd-fanned flames suddenly 
leaped a fireline 
In New Mexico, fire crews 
moved inti» steep canyons to 
douse several 
hot spots' that 
were continuing to feed a 
10.000-acre bla/e near the scien­ 
tific community of Los Alamos 
Though the town itself was not 
threatened, and a iirehne had 
been secured around 60 per cent

These are all methods of 
desegregating schools without 
assigning individual students on 
the basis of race 
Pairing means matching a 
white school in one neighbor­ 
hood with a black school in 
another so that, for example, 
children of both races attend 
grades 1 through 3 in one school 
and grades 4 through 6 in the 
other 
A given child then attends 
school in his own neighborhood 
for three of these years and in 
the other neighborhood for the 
other three years 
( alifano ruled this was within 
the Byrd amendment because

For mam years ’he American Heart Association has recommended a meal 
plan that i* low in saturated fat and cholesterol and still provides all the essen­ 
tial nutrient' Th* ir literiture -tale' thi* plan is mainly for adults from their 
20s on who have a famay history of heart disease or who may have increased 
their risk through a regular diet high in saturated fat and cholesterol 
Thev suggest that children and adolescents especially from susceptible 
familie* can also benefit by forming tastes for food early in life that may 
protect them from heart disease when they reach adulthood I know that 
parent' have to tread on soft boiled eggs when giving advice to their children 
or grandr hiidren Perhpas putting literature in their hands which is free from 
'.our local Heart Association might just do the trick without resentment on the 
part of the younger set 
From time to time I real health report* pointing a guilty finger at such 
staple'a* sugar and salt \fter extensive research the Senate Select Commit* 
tee on Nutrition »no Human Needs has released its report on dietary goals for 
Americans w hich state that simple procedure' could .mprove the health of ail 
of is Th*-'. suggest a g*K>d start b\ cutting down on salt and sugar The report 
advise' cutting ' gar intake by at 1* ast halt und salt consumption by 50 to 80 
per cent 
To make it easier why not keep the salt haker and the sugar bowl in the 
kitchen cupboard in'O-dd f putting them on the table0 And cut down on the 
amount of salt and sugar when cooking Before vou know it. you’ll begin to 
tfijov the nat iral taste of unsalted foods Spices and herbs can be substituted 
for salt and sugar often with surprising and delicious results 
The body requires a certain amount of carbohydrates and these can be ob­ 
tained from grains dried beans and peas milk, fruit, vegetables, etc 
The Committee report agrees with the American Heart Association s caution 
about foods high in cholesterol and advises cutting down on these ltiey state 
that approximately 45 per cent of our total food intake now consists of fat 
r atones Th*-'. suggest cutting it to 30 per cent with a bit more than one-third 
coming from polviwsatlired fa< - one ’hird from monounsaturates and the final 
third or less from saturated fats 
To achieve this it would help to substitute low-fat milk for whole We use 
powden-d non fat milk in our home for drinking and c<xjking 
even for des­ 
serts and baking Or the powdered milk can be mixed with whole milk should 
one prefer We also use corn or safflower margarines Eggs and organ meats 
should hi- used in moderation Ix>w-fat meats poultry, low-fat cheeses, veal 
and fish and even some vegetables are a good source of protein and can help 
achieve the c ut that th»- Committee suggests 
And get in the habit of reading labels Try to avoid processed foods that are 
not nutritious Sugar-coated »»-reals should be a “ no-no. as well as snack foods 
that are loaded with sugar and >alt Also be wary of foods that are labled as 
containing 
vegetable fat 
or 
shortening 
Many of these are made with 
coconut oil which is higher in *aturated fats than the natural butter or cream A 
law has been passed to make food processors list the exact type of fat used but 
unfortunately the wheels of progress move slowly and the date that the law 
goes into effect is in the distant future 
Do yourself a favor and phone or write your local American Heart Associa­ 
tion and get their free booklets called The Way to a Man s Heart” as well as 
their Recipe Book so that vou may eat wisely and live longer

Allan Hancock College, bid 
goodbye to that academic in­ 
stitution last week with a com­ 
mencement address to the 
graduating 
students. 
Mr. 
Conrad is retiring, ending a 41- 
vear career in education. 
No person has contributed 
more to the development of 
Allan Hancock College into 
one of the finest institutions in 
the state's community college 
system. 
During the time of Mr. 
Conrad’s service. Allan Han­ 
cock College grew from a few 
hundred students in 1957 to 
more than 9.000 students 


presently enrolled at the main 
campus in Santa Maria and at 
centers 
in 
Lompoc 
and 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
He expanded the facility from 
a few barracks and hangers 
remaining from the Hancock 
Airfield era to the modern 
structures on the attractive 
landscaped site that now 
serves as the center of many 
community activities in addi­ 
tion to traditional college func­ 
tions. 
Mr. Conrad believed that the 
great challenges of genera­ 
tions were many-fold: to keep 
your perspective; to cope with 
rapid change in a period of 
transition; to preserve per- 


sonal freedoms and the 
vitality of the economy; to 
find new approaches to public 
problem solving and to deal 
with the nation's moral and 
spiritual problems. And, above 
all, the establishment of a 
lasting peace.

A fortnight ago. a letter went out to a

Simon, former 
Secretary of the Treasury, as spokesman 
for an organizing committee comprising

L Buckley They had 
set up a 
Citizens 
Legal Defense Fund 
for 
the 
F B I 
catalyzed by the in­ 
dictment of FB I agent 
John J Kearney, who 
is scheduled to be 
tried for illegally tapp­ 
ing the telephones and 
otherwise interfering 
with the privacy of 
persons suspected of 
complicity with the 
Weathermen s 
Underground which, during the late six­ 
ties and early seventies pursued a policy 
of blowing up random Americans in 
order to express dissent from American 
policies 
Mr Simon and his associates interpret 
the decision by the Justice Department 
to go after Kearney as an expression of a 
general assault on the FBI and the CIA, 
an act of harassment; and his request for 


funds to help Kearney (he asked that 
checks be sent to Suite 608 . 95 Madison 
Avenue. New York. N Y 10016) has been 
answered by an ecumenical avalanche of 
persons who believe that the harassment 
of the FB I is exactly what is afoot

peal But what about (to mention only a

Carter and the two Chinas 


We do not know what went on in the 
grand jury room where agent Kearney 
appeared without counsel We do know 
that he was regularly brought down to 
Washington to be decorated for superior 
performance of duty We know that in 
1972 the Supreme Court distinguished 
between what the Attorney General can 
legally do if he is on the track of foreign 
espionage or intelligence, and what he 
can do in domestic situations — in the 
latter, his authority is more clearly cir­ 
cumscribed 
We do not know whether Keamev or 
his superiors had reason to suspect that 
there might be a foreign connection Nor 
do we know whether Kearney's instruc­ 
tions from his superiors were explicit or 
merely implicit (we assume the latter 
from the circumstances of his high 
standing in the FBI» 
On the broader question of harassment 
of the FBI. we are reminded that can­ 
didate Carter pledged that justice would 
be depoliticized if he became president 
The first thing he did on achieving office 
was to reach a political judgment in 
respect of the draft evaders and 
deserters — they were following the die 
tates of their conscience Could as much 
be said for agent Kearney0 
My favorite of the whole lot is Philip 
Agee His most recent contribution to 
the United States has been the publica­ 
tion in a left Greek journal of the whole 
roster of alleged CIA agents and contacts 
working there Agee proved too much for 
the British who finally kicked him out of 
the country a few days ago 
He will 
return to the United States and. so far as 
one knows, proceed with impunity, the 
hero of the antinomian set 
I must confess that I think of Agee as 
Lord Birkenhead did of the British 
traitor Philbv. about whom he wrote. 
“ We shall never know how many agents 
were killed or tortured as a result 
(it 
appears nowi we must. alas, abandon 
any wistful dreams of seeing this little 
carrion gibbeted One has. also alas, the 
feeling that if Mr Philby were to reap­ 
pear in England, he would go over to Ox­ 
ford or somewhere to lecture on the 
transcendental cause he served, and be 
instantly acclaimed as a prophet of the 
new and the sublime 
A country that is indifferent to the 
Agees and Philbys, but prosecutes its 
Keamevs, is out of kilter That is the 
reason why men and women from the 
left and from the right have come 
together in protest 


Washington 
The growing tendency 
of the Carter administration to try to 
have it both ways, to have your cake and 
eat it too. is nowhere better illustrated 
than in relations with the two Chinas. 
The Shanghai communique signed at 
the end of the Nixon visit to China open­ 
ing the door to the 
mainland called for 
the normalization of 
relation s between 
Washington and Pek 
ing This would mean, 
with the communique 
stating that the island

k , 
of Taiwan was a part 
of 
China, 
m oving 
toward full diplomatic 
recognition 
^ 
In recent statements 
President Carter has 
given a pat on the head 
lo Peking while praising Taiwan The 
Taiwanese lobbv is one of the most 
powerful in the country Scores of con­ 
gressmen and their staffers, given free 
trips to Taiwan have hardened their sup­ 
port for what is euphemistically called 
“ Free China 
W ith only occasional gestures, such as 
the visit to the mainland by President 
G e ra ld 
F o rd , 
the d rift 
in the 
relationships has gone on with the ex­ 
plicit thrust of the communique ignored 
But the administration has been given a 
clear warning that Peking’s patience is 
running out and the consequences can be 
damaging for America's role not only in 
Asia but in the world 
The warning has come from Thomas S 
Gates, just returned from Peking where 
he served for a year as head of the I S 
liaison mission It was a fearful year for 
the Chinese, with the death of Mao Tse- 
tung and the terrible earthquake that 
ravaged the industrial center of 
Tangshan with casualties in the hundreds 
of thousands 
No one could fault Gates' credentials 
as a strong, independent-minded thinker 
and observer For 20 years he was head 
of the Morgan Guaranty bank in New 
York After serving in several posts in 
the Pentagon, he became Secretary of 
Defense 
In his plain-spoken fashion in a session 
with Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
Gates expressed his views of the danger 
of a continuing drift The beginning of 
the friendly exchange in trade, culture 
and travel would wither away 
While 
Peking will hardly mend the broken 
relationship with Moscow, in light of the 
prolonged border hostility even this can­ 
not be discounted 
Vance is planning a trip to Peking in 
August He was told that such a visit 
would be merely a pleasant interlude, 
since the Chinese are invariably polite, 
unless he was prepared to move in a 
radical direction toward normalizing 
relations with the mainland This would 
mean a clear indication of full

The Taiwanese lobby is remarkably 
shrewd in recruiting support for the 
Republic of China and opposition to any 
change in the present arrangement 
Kaohsiung. a Taiwanese city of a 
million, adopted Plains.

broke relations with Taiwan five years 
ago while continuing to maintain a trade 
mission in the Taiwanese capital of 
Taipei The level of trade has remained

Granted that the United States has a 
tighter lock in Taiwan, due to the policy
